the Govornmont to issue a pro- 
visional liconce for broadcasting, 
but without ayail. It was in 
consequence of thore ‘ boing no 
prospects of such a licence being 
granted that tho expeoriinental 
broadcasting dono by two local 
concerns was abandoned. Thon 


misds soon ta oradisate one of 
tho worst scourgos of mankind, 
and wo ‘can only hopo that there 
will eventually follow tho dis- 
covory of cures-for other diro ills 
to which humanity is"heir, Not 
long sgo there was a movemont 
towards the climination of loprosy 
from the Empiro, by moans of 
strict segregation and curative 
troatmont of tho afflicted. In- 
cidontally, thoro was recently 
disclosod that no. provisjon 
for troatmont oxists'in Hongkong, 
but fortunately wo aro nobitrou- 
bled by any: but very occasional 
casos, probably originally from, 
the mainiand. We observo in an 
oxshango that Dr. Oasimiro B. 
Lara of tho Cuilon leper sottlo- 
ment, Philippine Islands, ,hopos 
to bo able to cure tho scourge 
complotoly in the noar future 
with a new process he has dis- 
covered, in which ho-uses chaoul- 
moogra oil derivatives of a special 
naturo.
